I'he Hradschin Chapter consists of a number of can- 

nesses who are provided with small incomes and gen- 

eral maintenance until their marriage or their death. 

requisites necessary to become a canoness are, first 

of all, to have the right of bearing at least sixteen quar- 


rings of nobility; the postulant must not be less than 
nty-five years of age, unless she be an orphan without 

er father or mother, when the Emperor may admit 

it eighteen, and she must of course enjoy an un- 
ished name. The canonesses have a tribune in the 
royal church of All-Saints, and in choir wear a black 
intle bordered with ermine; but though they are 
ind to the recitation of certain prayers in common, 
ey do not sing the Divine Office, the chief and all- 
nportant work of a canoness, so that the title they 

ir seems to be somewhat meaningless. 

No member of the Chapter may be absent for more 
than six months at a time, and at least half of the year 
nust be spent in residence at the palace occupied by 
Any canoness of the Hradschin is at perfect 

rty to resign her prebend. Should she do so to 
marry, It 18 Customary for her marriage to take place 
the Church of Ali-Saints, the rest of the Chapter 
ng present at it and signing the register. Should 
she, on the other hand, resign for the purpose of enter- 
some religious institute, her ex-colleagues are pres- 
ent at her clothing, in their choir mantles. If she 
neither marries nor enters religious orders, but remains 
in the Chapter until her death, her obsequies are per- 
formed by the Dean of the Cathedral Church. 
rhe illustrious Royal and Imperial Chapter of the 
Hradschin was founded by Empress Maria-Theresa, 
who, with her well-known wisdom, decreed that it 
should never become a religious community in the strict 
Catholic sense of the word, and that all its members 
uuld be free to resign their prebend—as I mentioned 
ove—when desirous of entering the state of matri- 
my, or even when simply weary of their duties as 
inonesses —duties which, by the by, are of a singularly 
easy nature, There are thirty canonesses in all,at the 
Hradschin, and when a vacancy occurs it is filled by 
the Emperor himself, the new member being installed 
by the Dean of the Cathedral Chapter of Prague. This 
eremony is extremely picturesque, and is usually at- 
tended by a large contingent of spectators. Music, full, 
rich and mournful, echoes under the vaulted roof of the 
hapel, and the kneeling crowd gazes with admiration 
it the august figure of the Abbess, who, wearing the 
full insignia of her lofty ecclesiastical rank, stands by 
the high altar with her delicate hands folded on the han- 
ile of her jeweled ‘‘crosier,’’ or pastoral staff. The 
dress of the Abbess is exceedingly gorgeous, and in- 
udes a long trailing sable mantle lined with ermine, 
ind the sparkling badge of the Order suspended from a 
ad white moire ribbon edged with gold and crossing 
he breast from the right shoulder to the left hip. On 
ie slender third finger of the left hand is a magnificent 
episcopal ring which the faithful devotedly kiss when 
she ofticiates, and on the proud head reposes a priceless 
itre which, together with the crosier, were presented 
over six hundred years ago by King Wenceslaus of Bo- 
ut to the then Abbess of St. George—as the Order, 
novated and re-founded since by Maria-Theresa, was 
illed in those days. 
rhe canonesses of the Hradschin Order rank at the 
\ustrian Court with ‘‘the Ladies of the Palace,”’ and 
receive annually a little over one thousand dollars each 
for their personal expenses, or rather this sum is looked 
ipon by them in the light of pocket money; for, al- 
igh life in common is restricted to their Chapter meet- 
yet they have private apartinents in the Royal 
ice at Prague, and not alone their meals, but all 
inner of luxuries, carriages, etc., are provided 
tr them. The Abbess is always chosen from the 
perial family, and may be appointed on her eigh- 
teenth year.

are several members of mediatized families, such as the 
Auerspergs, the Rosenbergs, the Wurmbrand-Stuy 
pachs, ete. 

There are several other Chapters of the same kind in 
Austria, all of them recruited among ladies of spotless 
reputation, and the Abbesses of which are chosen from 
the families of princes and counts of the Empire, and 
rank with the widows of reigning princes; they must 
all be of spotless reput ition, gentle and modest, betweer 
twenty-five and forty years of age, and either unmar 
ried or a widow. Perhaps the most remarkable of all 
is the Chapter of Innsbruck, which was also founded 
by Empress Maria-Theresa, to secure prayers for the 
soul of her husband, Francis I., Duke of Lorraine, for 
whom the canonesses of the Order still wear mourning. 
These canonesses say ‘‘the Little Office of the Blessed 
Virgin”’ in choir every morning, and do a great deal of 
good. The chief characteristic of all these aristocratic 
institutions is that they are secular and by no means 
religious Orders, but rather something like feminine 
‘clans’’ of nobility, devoted to good works and deeds 
of kindness.
